Through the summer Niagara 
Catholic has prepared for the arrival 
of the ombudsman. 

As of Sept, l.the Ontario 
ombudsman began to take 
complaints related to schools. 


The independent officer of 
the Ontario legislature had his 
role expanded under Bill 8 to 
include schools, municipalities 
and universities in addition to 500 
provincial agencies it now oversees.

Education director John Crocco 
told the school board he has sent 
the ombudsman's office information 
about how Niagara Catholic handles 
complaints. 

"We are very open and 
transparent," he said. "We outline 
what to do right on our pamphlet" 
listing schools and staff. 

“You have to work through it 
starting with the individual involved 
and go up from there."

Two school projects see delays 

Two Niagara Catholic school 
construction projects have faced delays. 

A new $9.8-million St. Martin elementary 
in Smithville has a construction funding 
shortfall. Niagara Catholic is talking to the 
Ministry of Education to resolve it. 

The new school on a two-hectare site will 
add room for 115 more students bringing 
capacity to 454West Lincoln students. It is 
scheduled to open in September 2016. 

Meanwhile, high school students are in 
a $5.5-million, 10-dassroom addition to 
Lakeshore Catholic in Port Colborne. 

Completion, however, is several weeks 
behind schedule due to weather conditions. 

Roof framing, decking and masonry 
parapets are completed with spray foam 
and roofing underway. The addition will 
allow the school to accommodate 210 more 
students for a capacity of 1,017 students 


from Wainfleet, Port Colborne, Fort Erie and 
Dunnville. 

The construction work included a new 
facade to the school and a performing arts 
area for the community and school as well 
as a new parking lot. 

Summer school work continues 

About 100 construction projects were 
carried out through the summer or are still 
underway in Niagara Catholic schools. 

Facilities controller Scott Whitwell 
told the board the biggest project was at 
Lakeshore Catholic. It gave the school a 
whole new look along with new classrooms 
and laboratories. 

Holy Name in Welland received a facelift 

New windows went in at St. Patrick and 
St. Mary in Niagara Falls, St. Filomena in 
Fort Erie and Denis Morris in St. Catharines. 

New roofs top St. Alexander in Pelham, 
St. Mary in Niagara Falls, St. Andrew and 
St. Kevin in Welland, and, St. Peter and St. 
Anthony in St. Catharines.

Brock University's new downtown arts 
school is one of the most important mile¬ 
stones of St. Catharines revitalization, presi¬ 
dent Jack Lightstone said.
